TO FIGHT THE KILLERS 
Determined effort to check, if not eradicate, those diseases 
that are the greatest “cripplers” and ‘‘killers” of mankind is begin­ 
ning at tl^e federal government’s $64,000,000 14-story Clinical 
Center Building, just dedicated in Bethesda, Md., oytside of Wash­ 
ington. Though there will lie a 500-bed hospital, there will be more 
research laboratories than there are beds. 
This will Ik* no hospital in the conventional sense. Its patients 
will at firM come from every section of the Atlantic Seaboard. They 
will lie certified by jiliysieians, hospitals or medical schools as baf­ 
fling cases in their reflective categories, intensive study of which 
with the application of new drugs may lead to curative discoveries, 
not h»r them alone, hut for the future. 
livery patient must be a volunteer, agreeing to submit to 
such treatment as seems best to the staff of 90 physicians and as 
many more research doctors of science. Every patient will have 
explained to him or her the treatment given step by step, and any 
patient may leave at will. For hospitalization and research there is 
no charge whatever. They are governmental research costs. 
The first eight patients are women suffering from cancer. The 
second eight will be hyjier-tension heart cases. By next June there 
will be a)►proximately 250 cases. 
In the past Public Health Service scientist^ moved to (he scene 
of outbreaks of c<#ntagiou%disease and quelled them. But this bring­ 
ing of volunteer patients with chronic diseases to a massive clinic 
with research laboratories is a long dreamed of innovation for whose 
success all should hope. 


RED MEANS STOP 
"Traffic engineers,” begins a news service story, “are looking 
t » the red stop sign as a simple, but effective, device to help cut 
down tiu* appalling death rate on America’s highways.” 
'I his statement reflects another triumph of hope over experi­ 
ence. But it seems incredible that traffic engineers could believe 
that a stop sign, standing by itself, would be of much use as a 
SiJety device, whatever its color. 
Not that substituting red for yellow isn’t a good idea. It was 
suggested 
a national standard for stop signs 30 years ago, but 
pigments then available faded too soon and were hard to see at 
li ght. Red has acquired an association with danger that makes 
its adoption for stop signs desirable now that it can be given long 
life and high visibility day or night. 
But, red or yellow, stop signs, like traffic lights, are not self- 
enforcing. If posted indiscriminately, and if users of the stop street 
proceed on the Ixisis that cross-traffic will respect the signs unfail­ 
ingly, they eau actually be dangerous. When limited to a few key 
arteries, the >(tjp sign has demonstrated its usefulness, but only 
where the driver has been trained to obey its contmand by firm 
and persistent enforcement.
